The tap-on fee is $590 and Collett 
said, “We will work with individuals 
if they need to pay the fee in incre- 
ments.”

No Child Left Behind (NCLB) pre- 
sents several stumbling blocks for rural 
school districts striving to reach the fed- 
eral program’s goals. Morgan County is 
included in that group. 

According to the NCLB Report re- 
leased by the Kentucky Department of 
Education earlier this month, Morgan 
County Middle School reached 10 of its 
13 target goals (76.9%) and Morgan 
County High School met 8 of its 10 goals 
(80%), not enough to meet their Aver- 
age Yearly Progress (AYP) goals, thus 
dropping both schools to Tier 1 status 
for not meeting their AYP for two years 
in a row. As a consequence, the Morgan 
County School District failed to meet its 
AYP, achieving 76.9% of its goals. 
(NCLB requires that schools and school

districts meet 100% of their AYP goals 
each year.) Since the district also failed 
to meet its AYP for two years in a row, 
it, too, has been assigned Tier 1 statu, 
which involves certain obligations to im- 
prove.. 

As a result of their Tier 1 designa- 
tions, both the middle school and high 
school, as well as the school district, 
must take steps to improve their teach- 
ing methods and education plans. Super- 
intendent of Schools Joe Dan Gold said, 
“This means we’ll have to make some 
changes. This could mean developing 
new programs for the teaching of read- 
ing and math, including acquiring new 
computer-based programs and hiring 
consultants. In addition, Tier 1 status 
mandates that the school district expend 
$90,000 from its Title 1 funding for ad- 
ditional teacher training by adding more 
Professional Days for teachers during 
the school year. 

The district and the two Tier 1 schools 
have two years to bring their AYPs up 
to 100% or drop to Tier 2 status, which

Made In America

With the U.S. economy be- 
coming increasingly global, it is 
nearly impossible to buy products 
that have not been manufactured 
in China, Japan or Mexico - in- 
cluding the American flag.

A CONSTABLE AND A 
WANNA BE CONSTABLE 

On Friday, Aug. 11, Menifee 
County Constable Richard 
Banfield nabbed fleeing bank 
robbers who earlier had robbed a 
bank at Jeffersonville in neigh- 
boring Montgomery County. 
About a half hour after the Mont- 
gomery County Sheriff’s Office 
alerted officers in nearby coun- 
ties of that the bank had been 
robbed by a man brandishing a 
handgun along with a description 
of the suspect and getaway car, 
Constable Banfield stopped a 
green Nissan at Means occupied 
by Greg W. Conyers, 26, and his 
girlfriend, Erica Walker, 23. A 
quantity of money was recovered 
and Conyers was charged with 
first degree robbery and Walker 
with complicity to robbery. 

On Thursday, Aug. 17, in 
Menifee County, Timothy H. 
Prater, an unopposed candidate 
for Constable in the Mariba Dis- 
trict, was charged with imperson- 
ating a peace officer and police 
said they found marijuana plants 
in his home. 

According to Operation 
UNITE, sheriff’s deputies went to 
Prater’s residence to investigate 
a complaint that Prater had been 
pulling over vehicles and asking 
for licenses. 

When an undercover police 
officer spun his tires in front of 
Prater’s residence, Prater alleg- 
edly got into his car, equipped 
with blue lights and sirens, and 
approached the undercover of- 
ficer and asked for his registra- 
tion and operator’s license. After 
Prater said he was a police officer, 
he was placed under arrest. Po- 
lice said they found a 9mm hand 
gun , a cooler containing 21 cans 
of beer and a bottle of 
hydrocodone pills in Prater’s car. 
Operation UNITE detectives said 
they found 1 1 marijuana plants in 
Prater’s home. 

Prater was lodged in the Mont- 
gomery County Jail, charged with 
impersonating a peace officer, 
possession of a handgun by a con- 
victed felon, driving under the 
influence, and improper use of 
blue lights and sirens.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff: 



I am very sorry that I have 
missed the last couple of weeks 
with my column. I have been very 
busy with county roads and plan- 
ning water lines. There just does 
not seem to be enough hours in a 
day to get everything done. 

We are waiting until we get the 
water lines in place before doing 
the blacktopping on several of our 
county roads. This way we will 
not have to damage the paving 
once it is in place. 

We are continuing to lay wa- 
ter lines in the Phase 11 Water 
Project. The following roads have 
been approved for Phase 11 A: 
Laurel Fork , Highway 191 - 
Adele, Vest Branch, KY 7 from 
Highway 519 to Wrigley Hill, 
Highway 134, Leonard Havens 
Road, Dyer Branch, Gevedon 
Branch, Cabin Creek Road and a 
portion of Highway 3345. 

Phase 11-B of the project has 
been funded; we are currently 
awaiting the drawings/plans from 
our engineer. The roads to receive 
water in this phase will be High- 
way 1260 - Coffee Creek to the 
end of state maintenance, Upper 
and Lower Sand Lick, Peddler 
Gap Crossover Road and all sides 
off Coffee Creek Road that have 
enough people to sign up for wa- 
ter. This phase should be under- 
way within 90-120 days. After the 
water lines are installed, we will 
ask the state to re-examine these 
roads for blacktop.

I am 57 
years old and 
so far I am a 
cancer survi- 
vor. Half of 
my guts and J 

all of my rear | 
end is gone, 1

When I was a small child, up 
until my late teens I had never 
heard of the word cancer. Even 
in my early 20s cancer was kind 
of a rare disease. Now it seems 
that almost everyone has cancer. 
Young, old or in between most 
people are either dieing, fighting 
or holding back cancer. Now days 
cancer is more wide spread than 
the common cold. Everybody has 
it, why? 

Today’s doctors tell me that 
cancer is caused by the sun, by 
eating fat food, by certain chemi- 
cals and most of all by tobacco. 
Let me look at this. 

My great-grandpa Mort 
Stamper lived until he was 93 
years old. He never heard about 
cholesterol fat. Could not pro- 
nounce calcium gluconate or ri- 
boflavin. He ate ham, eggs, gravy 
and biscuits for breakfast every 
day. He sopped up the grease with 
his last bite of biscuit. 

He didn’t smoke much, he was 
too busy to smoke, but mostly 
chewed tobacco.

At age 93 
his kidneys shut down and he 
died of old age with a smile on 
his face.

would add additional sanctions. 

Signed into law in January 
2002, NCLB requires states to 
provide information on schools’ 
and districts’ progress toward pro- 
ficiency by 2014. In Kentucky, 
AYP results are based on the Ken- 
tucky Core Contents Test (KCCT) 
in reading and mathematics. 
Schools are required to have spe- 
cific percentages of students 
reaching proficiency or above in 
reading and math each year and 
to meet “other criteria” to make 
AYR 

It is the “other criteria” which 
cause many problems for the Mor- 
gan County and other rural school 
districts. For instance, NCLB re- 
quires that schools and school dis- 
tricts be specifically held account- 
able for the progress of subgroups, 
minority students, low-income 
students, students with disabili- 
ties, students with limited English 
speaking proficiency, etc. Elemen- 
tary and middle schools are also 
held accountable for how well 
they do on their CATS Test scores, 
and high schools’ are judged on 
their graduation rates. School at- 
tendance also is figured into the 
equation. 

All Morgan County schools 
met their overall AYPs in reading 
and math, but high school students 
who qualified for the free and re- 
duced lunch program failed to 
meet the goals for that designation 
and at the middle school, students 
with disabilities failed to meet the 
AYP for that subgroup. 

Although the failure of the two 
subgroups to meet AYP has re- 
sulted in Tier 1 status for the dis- 
trict, Supt. Gold said, “For the 
most part, we feel we’re doing a 
pretty good job.” 

He noted that Cannel City, East 
Valley, Ezel, and Wrigley elemen- 
tary schools all achieved profi- 
cient NCLB ratings in both read- 
ing and math with each school 
achieving 10 of 10 of its AYP 
goals. (Testing for math and read- 
ing proficiency is required yearly 
in grades 3 through 8 and in high 
school in grades 10-12.) 

The fact that NCLB requires 
the testing of certain subgroups to 
be accounted for at each school 
creates a particular problem for 
smaller school districts where stu- 
dent numbers are typically smaller 
and therefore more subject to ran- 
dom score fluctuations from year 
to year. 

“Subgroups here are even 
smaller than in some places,” said 
Supt. Gold, meaning test score 
fluctuations from year to year are 
even more unpredictable. 

This is one of the chief stum- 
bling blocks for rural school dis- 
tricts striving to reach their NCLB 
goals, according to Rural Policy 
Matters, a newsletter of The Ru- 
ral School and Community Trust: 

“First, test scores in rural 
schools are less likely to be statis- 
tically valid than in other schools 
because rural schools are typically 
smaller and therefore more sub- 
ject to random score fluctuations. 
When identified for sanctions, ru- 
ral schools may find that there are 
no approved supplemental (tutor- 
ing) service providers operating in 
their area or that per child tutor- 
ing costs are higher than else- 
where. 

“Also, NCLB’s requirement 
that teachers be “highly qualified” 
in the subjects they teach are es- 
pecially difficult for small schools. 
The mandate, which requires 
teachers to have a college major 
or equivalent in each subject they 
teach, forces many small-school 
teachers to obtain highly-qualified 
status in several subjects or grade 
levels. The requirement is dou- 
bly difficult in many rural areas 
because colleges are rarely located 
in rural communities. Although 
the Department of Education of- 
fers some rural teachers extra time 
to meet the requirement, its defi- 
nition of rural is so narrow that 
only a small fraction of rural 
teachers are eligible. Compensa- 
tion for highly qualified teachers 
further intensifies the recruitment 
and retention disadvantages of 
rural districts.” 

Looking into the future, Supt. 
Gold said, “Ultimately, it will be 
very, very difficult (to meet the 
goals of NCLB).” 

Students who attend Tier 1 
schools technically have the op- 
tion to transfer to other public 
schools in the district or even to 
schools in other districts that have 
not been identified for improve- 
ment under NCLB. 

However, Gold, said, since 
there are no other high schools or 
middle schools in the county and 
since no other schools outside the 
district have indicated a willing- 
ness to accept local students, it 
would be difficult at best to grant 
such a request. The reason for this, 
he explained, is that most area dis- 
tricts are unable to comply or are 
restricting such transfers to stu- 
dents who are underachieving at 
their current schools. Since most 
other area school districts have the 
same problems with NCLB, it is 
highly unlikely, he said, that any 
school district seeking to avoid or 
to get out from under sanctions 
would willingly accept under- 
achieving students from another 
district. 

Statewide, 1,051 of Kentucky’s 
1,187 public schools (34.2%) 
failed to meet their AYP in the 
2005-2006 school year.

Second half rally ends 
Morgan’s bid for four 
in a row over Vikings

Rowan County’s Kyler Wright 
rushed for 113 yards while team- 
mate Matt Bowman scored a pair 
of touchdowns as the Vikings 
overcame a 14-deficit to beat 
Morgan County 27-21. 

After taking an early 7-0 lead 
on Bowman’s 10 yard scoring run 
at the 10:45 mark of the first quar- 
ter, Rowan was hammered by the 
Cougar offense to the tune of 21 
unanswered parts. 

Derrick Young got it started 
with a seven yard TD run just 
over three minutes into the game. 
John Henderson’s extra point 
kick tied the game at seven. 
Henderson then tacked on 
Morgan’s second score with an 
eight yard run to put the Cougars 
up seven with 2:04 remaining in 
the quarter. The Cougars pro- 
ceeded to build the game’s big- 
gest lead on Henderson’s 25 yard 
touchdown pass to David 
Downey to make it 21-7.

Plans to halt fish 
decline at P’ville 
Lake announced 

Anglers noticed in the last few 
years that fishing for smallmouth 
bass, walleye and rainbow trout 
on Paintsville Lake is not what it 
used to be. A modification in the 
way water is released from the 
lake through the dam and into the 
Paint Creek tailwater is being 
tried in an attempt to rejuvenate 
fishing for those species in the 
lake. 

“Previously, water was re- 
leased from gates in the dam at 
deeper depths,” KDFWR Direc- 
tor of Fisheries Benjy Kinman 
said. “By discharging water from 
that level, potentially more cool 
water needed by walleye, small- 
mouth bass and rainbow trout has 
pulled from the lake, especially 
during periods of high rainfall.” 

Water from that level in the 
lake typically ranged from the low 
60s to the mid 70s in the late sum- 
mer months. This is the preferred 
temperature range of smallmouth 
bass, walleye and rainbow trout. 
Temperatures above this level are 
not within the preferred range for 
these species and ultimately lead 
to poor fishing. 

The U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers, working with KDFWR, 
modified the procedure for dis- 
charging water through the dam 
in an attempt to better preserve the 
cool water habitat in the lake 
while still providing for the trout 
fishery in the Paint Creek 
tailwater. 

“By doing this, we are trying 
to better maintain the habitat in 
the lake for walleye, smallmouth 
bass and trout,” KDFWR Assis- 
tant Director of Fisheries said. 
“We want to also keep the quality 
of trout fishery in the Paint Creek 
tailwater. We are going to moni- 
tor the water temperatures in the 
lake and in the tailwater to deter- 
mine if our goals are met.” 

The new regimen will hope- 
fully lead to better fishing in the 
future for these species.

The prospects of Morgan 
County beating Rowan for the 
fourth straight time looked pretty 
good last Friday, at least early on. 
After trailing by a touchdown 
early, the Cougars scored two 
TD’s in just over six minutes and 
then tacked on another early in 
the second quarter to build a 14- 
point lead. 

But what happened after that 
was anything but pleasing to 
Randy Wood. In fact, the Cougar 
coach was plenty frustrated upon 
watching the game film on Mon- 
day afternoon. For over an hour, 
he relived his team committing 
turnover after turnover, while 
failing to sustain not a ingle scor- 
ing drive in the game’s final two 
quarters. The end result was the 
first season-opening loss in his 
tenure as coach. 

“I was not pleased with the 
effort,” Wood said during an in- 
terview on Monday. “It was sim- 
ply a lack of effort and a lack of 
desire to get the job done. We 
made both physical and mental 
mistakes in key situations. That 
will get you beat.” 

Offensive statistics from the 
loss to Rowan were actually quite 
impressive. On paper, Morgan 
did roll up 380 yards on total of- 
fense on 47 from scrimmage. On 
the ground, the Cougars gained 
288 yards and two touchdowns, 
averaging an impressive seven 
yards per carry. But Wood says 
the problem was not in the um- 
bers, it was in the consistency - 
on both sides of the ball. 



Jake Bowman for a five yard scor- 
ing pass as Rowan pulled even at 
21 -all. The Vikings then scored 
the go-ahead touchdown and ul- 
timate game winner as Matt Bow- 
man took it in from 10 yards out 
to give Rowan its first win over 
the Cougars in four years. 

Kyler Wright and Matt Bow- 
man led the Viking offense with 
a combined 181 yards on 27 car- 
ries TJ Chin gained 31 yards on 
the ground and added another 49 
through the air on five comple- 
tions. Jake Brown picked up 16 
yards on two carries before exit- 
ing the game with an ankle injury. 

Morgan County’s offense was 
paced by John Robert Henderson, 
who played his first ever varsity 
game at quarterback. The senior 
carried the ball 10 times for a 
game-high 119 yards. Henderson 
also completed four of his seven 
pass attempts for 92 yards and an 
interception. Derrick Young 
gained 87 yards on 17 carries, 
while Brandon Ward rushed eight 
times for 58 yards. 

The Cougars now enter an 
open week before heading to 
Owingsville to take on Bath 
County a week from Friday. The 
Wildcats opened their season last 
week with a 35-25 victory over 
West Carter. 



“Our offense had a lot of big 
plays, but we did not block well 
enough to sustain drives,” Wood 
said. “Defensively, instead of giv- 
ing up a yard or two on first 
down, we were allowing them 
two or three extra yards that they 
had no business getting. Several 
times we were in a position to 
make tackles and we just didn’t 
do it.” 

Overall, the bright spots were 
few and far between. The coach 
said he was somewhat pleased 
with Brandon Ward’s effort (58 
yards on eight carries) as well as 
the play of John Robert 
Henderson. Wood admits 
Henderson “did a pretty good 
job” in his quarterback debut (119 
rushing and 92 passing yards). 
Nevertheless, the end result for 
the team as a whole did not meet 
the desired outcome. 

“We’ve got to get some play- 
ers a little smarter on where they 
need to be and what they need to 
do,” Wood said. “Again, as a 
team, we didn’t get the job done.” 

Other than the fact it is a rival 
school, Wood said the loss to 
Roan means little to nothing in 
Morgan’s push for a third con- 
secutive post-season berth. 

“In the grand scheme of 
things, I’m sure this game meant 
much more to them than it did to 
us,” Wood said. “Yeah, sure you 
want to win, but our ultimate goal 
is to win district games. This 
game has no bearing on us mak- 
ing the playoffs. The games that 
really count come in the second 
half of the season.”

St. Claire gets top marks 
for cancer care program 



St. Claire Regional Medical 
Center (SCR), in Morehead, has 
been granted a Three- Year Ap- 
proval with Commendation to the 
Community Hospital Cancer Pro- 
gram by the Commission on Can- 
cer (CoC) of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons (ACoS). 

SCR received a Three- Year 
Approval with Commendation 
following an on-site evaluation by 
a physician surveyor during 
which SCR demonstrated a Com- 
mendation level of compliance 
with one or more standards that 
represent the full scope of the can- 
cer program (cancer committee 
leadership, cancer data manage- 
ment, clinical services, research, 
community outreach, and quality 
improvement). 

The core functions of the CoC 
include setting standards for qual- 
ity, multidisciplinary cancer pa- 
tient care; surveying facilities to 
evaluate compliance with the 36 
CoC standards; collecting stan- 
dardized and quality data from 
approved facilities; and using the 
data to develop effective educa- 
tional interventions to improve 
cancer care outcomes at the na- 
tional, state and local level. 

Approval by the CoC is given 
only to those facilities that have 
voluntarily committed to provid- 
ing the highest level of quality 
cancer care and that undergo a rig- 
orous evaluation process and re- 
view of their performance. To 
maintain approval, facilities with 
CoC-approved cancer programs 
must undergo an on-site review 
every three years. 

Receiving care at a CoC-ap- 
proved cancer program ensures 
that a patient will have access to: 

• Comprehensive care, in- 
cluding a range of state-of-the art 
services and equipment 

• A multidisciplinary, team 
approach to coordinate the best

• A cancer registry that col- 
lects data on type and stage of

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USPS hears complaints 
from weekly newspapers 



WASHINGTON— Top postal 
officials, including the postmas- 
ter general, heard plenty from 
community newspaper executives 
about their frustrations with de- 
livery problems and a proposed 
double-digit rate hike during a 
meeting in Washington earlier this 
month. National Newspaper As- 
sociation President Jerry Reppert 
of Anna, 111., called for the meet- 
ing which drew 52 publishers, 
state press-association executives 
and leaders of NNA, whose 2,500 
members are overwhelmingly 
weekly newspapers, many depen- 
dent on the U.S. Postal Service. 

“Two themes permeated the 
day — the ongoing problems with 



USPS delivery of newspapers to 
distant destinations, and the harm- 
ful effects that a proposed 25-30 
percent hike of in-county rates 
would have on community news- 
papers,” reports David 
Bordewyk, general manager of 
the South Dakota Newspaper As- 
sociation. “Publishers didn’t hold 
back in telling postal officials that 
in many instances delivery prob- 
lems have worsened throughout 
the country, that postal workers 
lack understanding and training 
about periodicals mail and that 
there is little consistency in the 
application of postal regulations.” 
Newspapers make up 11 per- 
cent of total periodicals mail, but

newspapers delivered inside the 
home county — the heart of com- 
munity newspaper circulation — 
are less than 1 percent of the to- 
tal, according to the Postal Ser- 
vice. “The volume of in-county 
mail has dropped from 1 .7 million 
pieces in 1986 to 760,000 pieces 
in 2004, the Postal Service says. 
NNA believes the postal numbers 
are suspect,” Bordewyk writes. 
“Postal officials admitted that it’s 
difficult to get 750,000 USPS 
employees on the same page when 
it comes to handling periodicals 
mail.” 

On the rate hike, “Several 
newspaper publishers said they 
understand increased costs, but 
contend that the proposal now 
being considered by the Postal 
Rate Commission is excessive,” 
writes Chip Hutcheson of The 
Times Leader of Princeton, Ky. 
“NNA will argue to the Postal 
Rate Commission that the sam- 
pling method used by the USPS 
is flawed, and that in-county mail 
costs do not warrant such a large 
increase.” 

Guiding the discussion for 
NNA were Tonda Rush, public- 
policy director in the group’s 
Washington office, and Max 
Heath, chairman of NNA’s postal 
committee and a vice president of 
Landmark Community Newspa- 
pers. “Postal officials more than 
once praised NNA’s Rush and 
Heath for their work to represent 
community newspapers in postal 
issues.”

today, their size and mysterious 
behavior warrant respect. Just the 
sight of a bear seems to prompt 
an immediate sense of excitement 
and sometimes fear in humans, 
but in most cases, we can prevent 
negative encounters. 

To avoid conflicts with bears, 
we need to understand bear be- 
havior. Especially if living near a 
forest area where black bears have 
been seen or are likely to occur, 
there are a few things to “bear in 
mind.” 

The first point is to remember 
that bears have an excellent sense 
of smell. In fact, it is their nose 
that often gets them into trouble. 
Bears are attracted to odors of 



anything edible, and they are not 
picky eaters. Bears have a vora- 
cious appetite and spend most of 
their awakened hours foraging for 
food. While the forest provides 
plenty of natural food sources for 
bears, such as berries, insects and 
nuts, they can hardly resist an easy 
meal provided by humans. 

Do not attract bears or other 
wildlife to your home by leaving 
garbage or pet food outside. 
Cover outdoor grills or store them 
in a shed or garage until use. If 
you have fruit trees in your yard, 
keep fruit picked up off the 
ground. Also, avoid filling 
birdfeeders from March through 
November; birds have plenty of 
natural food during this time. 

Another important fact to re- 



member about bears is that they 
tend to roam across large areas. 
Adult males will often not toler- 
ate other males in their territory, 
so juvenile males become drifters 
in search of their own. Sometimes, 
their wandering leads them close 
to where people live. Even though 
bears are typically shy animals, it 
is hard for them to avoid people. 
If a bear wanders close to you, or 
you wander close to a bear, back 
away slowly and get indoors or 
inside a vehicle if possible. 

We should never doubt that 
bears can be dangerous. After all, 
bears are large animals with long 
claws and sharp teeth, simply 
“bear necessities” for survival in 
the wild. Bears need their claws 
for climbing trees, digging for 
food and defending themselves. 
Their teeth, like humans’ , are im- 
portant for chewing and tearing 
food. 

Unless they feel threatened, 
bears are not normally aggressive, 
but they can become “overbear- 
ing” once they learn to associate 
food with people. It takes only one 
experience of a bear receiving 
food from humans for its natural 
behavior to become recondi- 
tioned, potentially causing a bear 
to lose its instinctive fear of 
people. We can avoid this program 
by never sharing food with a bear. 

The bears have returned home 
to Kentucky, and as we have done 
for centuries, we can continue to 
coexist with these fellow mam- 
mals as long as we respect each 
other’s habitats. For more infor- 
mation about black bears, visit 
www.getbearsmart.com.

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St. Claire gets top marks 
for cancer care program 



St. Claire Regional Medical 
Center (SCR), in Morehead, has 
been granted a Three- Year Ap- 
proval with Commendation to the 
Community Hospital Cancer Pro- 
gram by the Commission on Can- 
cer (CoC) of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons (ACoS). 

SCR received a Three- Year 
Approval with Commendation 
following an on-site evaluation 
by a physician surveyor during 
which SCR demonstrated a Com- 
mendation level of compliance 
with one or more standards that 
represent the full scope of the can- 
cer program (cancer committee 
leadership, cancer data manage- 
ment, clinical services, research, 
community outreach, and quality 
improvement). 

The core functions of the CoC 
include setting standards for qual- 
ity, multidisciplinary cancer pa- 
tient care; surveying facilities to 
evaluate compliance with the 36 
CoC standards; collecting stan- 
dardized and quality data from 
approved facilities; and using the 
data to develop effective educa- 
tional interventions to improve 
cancer care outcomes at the na- 
tional, state and local level. 

Approval by the CoC is given 
only to those facilities that have 
voluntarily committed to provid- 
ing the highest level of quality 
cancer care and that undergo a 
rigorous evaluation process and 
review of their performance. To 
maintain approval, facilities with 
CoC-approved cancer programs 



must undergo an on-site review 
every three years. 

Receiving care at a CoC-ap- 
proved cancer program ensures 
that a patient will have access to: 

• Comprehensive care, in- 
cluding a range of state-of-the art 
services and equipment

& Roundabout

Aug. 21— Seems as though 
more and more exciting events 
happen and the more events that 
must be taken care. I’ve always 
said I had rather die tired as bored.

Estill, like so 
many of us, goes back to the early 
pioneer, William Ashford 
Taulbee, who in 1860 was pay- 
ing taxes on 10,000 acres of land.

From there 
they came to Floyd County which 
later became Breathitt.

Information about major elec- 
tric power outages is now imme- 
diately available to emergency 
responders, local officials, the 
news media and the general pub- 
lic on the Kentucky Public Ser- 
vice Commission (PSC) website. 

Outage information may be 
found at http://psc.ky.gov/ors/ 
OutageReport . aspx . 

“One of the most frequent 
complaints during power outages 
has been that information about 
the extent of the outage and pos- 
sible restoration times can be 
hard to obtain,” PSC Chairman 
Mark David Gross said. “This 
reporting system will make that 
information available to everyone 
as soon as it is received by the 
PSC.” 

Having outage reports avail- 
able quickly will aid the response 
to natural disasters, said Gen. 
Maxwell “Clay” Bailey, director 
of the Kentucky Division of 
Emergency Management. 

“We will no longer have to 
wait for outage information to be 
compiled and relayed to our 
emergency operations center,” 
Bailey said. 

Local government officials 
also will appreciate having the 



information readily available, 
said Bob Arnold, executive direc- 
tor and chief executive officer of 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties. 

“Communication with utilities 
during a major disaster can be 
difficult, and a lack of needed 
information can be frustrating for 
county officials who are trying to 
address local needs,” he said. 
“Having easy access to outage 
information will be extremely 
helpful.” 

Goss said the experience in 
Kentucky and elsewhere during 
events that caused widespread 
power outages was the driving 
factor behind the PSC’s decision 
to establish the online reporting 
system. 

“One of the major obstacles to 
effective disaster response is a 
lack of accurate and timely infor- 
mation,” he said. “The onine sys- 
tem we have established at the 
PSC is an effort to make sure 
there is no information gap with 
respect to a key component of our 
utility infastructure.” 

PSC regulations require that 
utilities report any outages affect- 
ing 500 or more customers for 
four hours or longer. Utilities 



sometimes report smaller outages 
as well. 

Hill said that even though cus- 
tomers without power are un- 
likely to have web access, the re- 
porting system nevertheless will 
benefit them by providing the 
news media and emergency re- 
sponders with current informa- 
tion. 

The PSC is an agency within 
the Environmental and Public 
Protection Cabinet. It regulates 
more than 1,500 gas, water, 
sewer, electric and telecommuni- 
cation utilities operating in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and 
has approximately 110 employ- 
ees. 

Utilities using the automated 
reporting system include Ken- 
tucky Power Co. (American Elec- 
tric Power), East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative, Grayson Rural Elec- 
tric Cooperative Corp., Clark 
Energy Cooperative, and Licking 
Valley Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corp.

Your Social 
Security 



Social Security 
Number Protection 

By Bernard O’Nan 

In a time when identity fraud 
is a major concern, Social Secu- 
rity is working hard to protect 
your Social Security number. 

Our efforts are focused on pre- 
venting anyone with criminal in- 
tent from using false or stolen 
birth records to get a Social Se- 
curity number. A new law, which 
went into effect last December, 
requires, for example, specific 
proofs of age, identity and citi- 
zenship for anyone applying for 
either a new or replacement So- 
cial Security card. 

Also, all documents used as 
proofs of age, identity or citizen- 
ship must be either originals or 
copies certified by the issuing 
agency. We cannot accept pho- 
tocopies or notarized copies of 
documents. 

Even before the most recent 
law, additional steps had been 
taken to protect Social Security 
numbers. For example, Social 
Security numbers have been re- 
moved from all benefit checks, 
and now only the last digits of 
Social Security numbers are used 
on such mailings as the annual 
Social Security Statement. This 



ensures that if someone should 
steal your mail, he or she would 
not also be able steal your num- 
ber. 

But protecting your Social 
Security number is still a joint 
effort. Here are a few things you 
can do: 

• You should keep your Social 
Security card in a safe place with 
your other important papers. Do 
not carry it with you unless you 
need to show it to an employer 
or service provider. 

• You should be very careful 
about sharing your number and 
card to protect against misuse of 
your number. Giving your num- 
ber is voluntary even when you 
are asked for the number directly. 
If requested, you should ask why 
your number is needed, and how 
your number will be used.

Or call 
Social Security’s toll-free num-
